County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

The  National  depression,  with  stagnation  of  trade,  has  affected  very 
markedly  the  North  Eastern  area,  and  this  coupled  with  the  rather  de¬ 
pressing  summer  of  1931,  has  failed  to  provide  us  with  satisfactory 
statistics,  and  makes  rather  gloomy  reading  in  a  health  report. 

Statistics  in  relation  to  deaths,  births,  and  incidence  of  disease 
show  an  increase  over  last  year,  but  considering  the  above  adverse  con¬ 
ditions,  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  bad,  but  rather  to  be  taken  that  in  spite 
of  everything  being  against  us,  we  are  maintaining  a  pretty  good 
standard  of  healthy  living. 

Typhoid  fever,  which  worried  the  department  last  year  and  in  the 
beginning  of  this,  seems  to  have  given  us  a  rest  for  the  time  being. 
Whether  this  is  due  to  our  intensive  action  or  to  some  other  cause,  remains 
for  the  future  to  reveal ;  but  certain  it  is  that  some  known  and  some 
suspected  sources  have  been  removed,  and  we  can  feel  at  any  rate  that 
our  outlook  is  a  little  more  secure  than  it  was  some  twelve  months  ago. 
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Influenza  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  took  fairly  heavy  toll,  and 
its  influence  is  felt  in  the  increased  infantile  mortality  rate,  and  an  in¬ 
crease  of  more  than  20%  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  chest  diseases. 

The  Birth  Rate,  although  high  as  compared  with  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales,  is  low  for  the  area,  but  unfortunately  it  is  highest 
in  the  poorer  wards.  No  longer  do  we  read  with  pride  of  large  families, 
but  rather  with  sorrow  for  the  children,  for  unfortunately  these  cases 
are  usually  associated  with  applications  for  food  or  help  in  some  shape  or 
form,  and  one  wishes  that  the  abstinence  of  the  better  classes  could  in 
some  way  be  exchanged  for  the  fecundity  of  their  poorer  brethren. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  but  generally 
speaking  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  low.  Whooping 
cough  and  measles,  with  their  resulting  complications,  have  again  taken 
away  a  large  number  of  children,  and  I  make  no  apologies  for  stressing 
the  fact  that  these  diseases  are  not  to  be  counted  lightly  but  are  very 
dangerous  indeed,  especially  in  young  infants  and  children  under  five  years 
of  age. 


I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  the  preparation  of  this 
Report,  and  the  Council  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  par¬ 
ticular,  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  and  help  they  have  given  me 
during  the  year.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

No  radical  changes  have  occurred  in  the  social  conditions  of  the 
town.  The  industries  remain  the  same,  and  with  a  very  few  exceptions 
have  again  experienced  a  very  bad  year.  Unemployment  is  as  bad  as  ever, 
and  with  the  lowering  of  wages  and  social  conditions  of  the  poorer  classes, 
health  work  becomes  increasingly  difficult,  and  propaganda  more  essential.

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MIDWIVES. 

There  are  nineteen  midwives  practising  in  the  area.  Their  work 
was  regarded  as  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints  were  received  in  this 
department.  Inspection  of  their  records,  equipment  etc.,  is  carried  out 
by  one  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers.

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE  LOCAL 

AUTHORITY. 

Hospital  accommodation  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the 
exception  that  a  new  children’s  ward  was  opened  at  Cameron  Hospital. 
This  gives  additional  accommodation  for  20  children. 
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The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  to  find  accommodation  for  mental 
cases,  especially  the  troublesome  ones,  and  with  a  view  to  reducing 
overcrowding  at  Sedgefield  and  York  Mental  Hospitals,  negotiations  are 
being  made  with  the  Northumberland  County  Council. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  Corporation  maintain  a  Maternity  Home  at  Grantully,  West- 
bourne  Road. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  16  cases,  with  2  additional  beds  in 
an  Isolation  Block. 

I  he  Staff  consists  of  The  Matron,  5  Nurses,  Laundress,  Cook, 
Housemaid,  Kitchenmaid  and  Wardmaid. 

During  the  year  231  births  took  place  in  the  Home.  This,  I  believe, 
is  the  record  figure  since  it  was  opened  some  ten  years  ago. 

This  large  number  is  the  best  testimonial  the  home  can  have,  and 
speaks  volumes  for  the  attention  and  services  rendered  there. 

d  he  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  W elfare  Committee  gave 
his  annual  Garden  Party  to  the  mothers  who  have  been  in  the  Home  during 
the  year.  180  attended  with  their  babies.  Tea  was  provided,  and  the 
guests  were  entertained  to  music  by  Mr.  Bowlt’s  Orchestra.  Blessed  with 
good  weather,  the  meeting  was  most  enjoyable,  and  thanks  are  tendered 
on  the  Chairman  s  behalf  to  all  who  helped  to  make  the  afternoon  such  a 
success. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Special  enquir les  are  made  in  all  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and 
puerperal  pyrexia,  and  all  cases  of  mothers  dying  in  consequence  of  child¬ 
birth  are  fully  investigated  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  this  Department.

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INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  disposed  of  one 
of  their  Homes  for  children  in  Park  Road.  They  still  maintain  the  Home 
in  Blakelock  Road,  and  accommodation  is  provided  for  16  boys  and  16 
girls. 

There  were  30  cases  in  residence  during  the  year,  of  which  2  were 
cases  chargeable  to  outside  authorities. 

No  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate 
infants. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintain  at  Howbeck  House  a 
Colony  for  Mental  Defectives,  giving  accommodation  for  232  cases. 
The  Board  of  Control  issue  licences  from  time  to  time  as  to  its  suitability 
foi  the  particular  types  of  cases.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

An  ambulance  was  presented  to  the  Corporation  by  an  anonymous 
donor  It  is  kept  at  the  Fire  Station,  and  is  available  night  and  day  for 
all  removals  to  hospitals  in  the  Borough. 

The  following  are  the  rules  and  charges  governing  the  use  of  the 
ambulance  : — - 

The  ambulance  can  be  hired  for  journeys  inside  the  Borough,  also 
journeys  from  the  Borough  to  Howbeck  Infirmary  or  Hartlepool 
Hospital  or  vice  versa  at  a  charge  of  3s/6d.  per  journey. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  sudden  illness  which  occur  in  the  streets  of  the 
Borough.

The  ambulance  will  attend  accidents  which  occur  within  a  reasonable 
distance  outside  the  Borough  on  payment  of  a  charge  of  5s/-  plus 
ls/6d.  per  mile  to  and  from  the  Ambulance  Headquarters. 

The  ambulance  will  attend  accidents  which  occur  at  works  situate 
partly  within  and  partly  outside  the  Borough,  in  respect  of  which 
works  rates  are  paid  to  the  West  Hartlepool  Corporation,  at  the 
usual  Borough  charge,  namely,  3s/6d.  per  journey. 

For  infectious  disease,  the  Council  make  private  arrangements  for 
removal.

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INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  numbers  attending  these  Centres  are  steadily  increasing,  indeed 
at  one  centre,  namely  Oxford  Street,  they  became  so  overwhelming  that  it 
was  decided  to  open  a  second  session. 

It  is  noticed  that  up  to  the  age  of  one  year  children  are,  on  the  whole, 
brought  very  regularly,  but  after  that  age,  unless  there  be  another  bab\ , 
the  child  often  ceases  to  attend,  or  is  brought  on  account  of  some  obvious 
defect.  The  child  is  “all  right”  so  there  is  no  need  to  attend  the  Centre. 
Many  mothers  seem  to  find  it  hard  to  realise  that  prevention  is  better  than 
cure  in  the  first  few  years  of  life. 

Dried  foods  are  sold  at  cost  price,  and  in  certain  cases  it  is  sold  at 
half  this  price,  though  this  practice  has  been  greatly  cut  down.  No  food  is 
given  free  except  in  one  or  two  destitute  cases,  which  are  medically  in  need 

of  it. 

One  useful  feature  of  the  Centres  is  the  attention  which  can  be 
given  to  toddlers  who  have  carious  teeth.  There  is  an  arrangement 
whereby  such  children  can  be  referred  by  the  Clinic  Medical  Officer  to  the 
School  Dentist.  A  similar  arrangement  holds  g'ood  with  regard  to  the 
School  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  who  attends  to  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat 
troubles  in  the  pre-schoolchild.  Thus  every  effort  is  made  to  provide  the 
schools  with  children  who  are  sound  in  body. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  to  brighten  the  afternoon  for  the  mothers. 
Advice  on  all  matters  of  infant  welfare  is  freely  given,  and  a  cup  of  tea  and 
a  biscuit  is  supplied  to  each  woman.  Up  to  now  we  have  been  indebted  to 
voluntary  helpers  from  the  women’s  branch  of  Toe.  H.  for  the  making 
and  distribution  of  tea. 

GRANTULLY  MATERNITY  HOME. 

The  table  showing  the  work  done  at  Grantullv  Maternity  Home 
follows.  As  already  stated,  this  proved  a  record  year,  and  we  are  rapidly 
approaching  the  time  when,  if  we  have  more  work  to  do,  the  question  of 
enlarging  the  premises  will  have  to  be  considered. 

This  is  a  branch  of  health  work  which  is  of  the  first  importance, 
and  here  the  mothers  are  given  a  chance  of  having  their  children  in  more 
or  less  ideal  surroundings,  with  medical  and  nursing  aid  at  hand,  and 
furthermore  an  opportunity  of  rest  until  recovery  is  complete,  is  assured 
before  taking  up  the  routine  household  duties,  plus  the  care  of  a  baby. 

One  mother  died  in  the  home  as  a  result  of  confinement,  and  medical 
aid  notes  were  sent  in  41.7%  of  the  midwives  cases.

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  TREATMENT. 

Some  months  ago  a  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp  was  purchased  by  the 
Corporation,  and  in  December  three  regular  clinics  per  week  were  started. 
About  twenty  children  per  session  receive  treatment. 

So  far  the  results  have  been  most  gratifying,  marked  improvement 
having  been  observed  at  the  end  of  a  six  weeks  course,  which  is  the 
minimum  given.  Formerly  this  work  was  done  in  the  local  hospitals, 
but  it  is  infinitely  desirable  that  such  work  should  be  more  in  touch  with 
the  Medical  Officers  in  charge  of  the  Welfare  Centres. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

1  he  attendances  at  this  Clinic  show  an  improvement  over  those 
made  in  1930,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  more  women  are  realising 
the  \  aluc  ol  ante-natal  supervision,  with  the  result  that  fewer  are  now 
attending  for  the  sole  purpose  of  obtaining  “support.” 
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The  situation  of  the  Clinic,  however,  leaves  much  to  be  desired, 
i  and  it  is  believed  that  were  it  more  central  the  numbers  attending-  would  in- 
;  crease.  In  addition,  although  the  building  now  in  use  is  fairly  suitable, 
it  has  been  found  to  be  extremely  cold  in  winter,  so  that  patients  have 
■  frequently  made  complaints. 


The  midwives  have  in  many  cases  sent  expectant  mothers  to  the 
|  Clinic,  and  at  times  they  have  come  with  their  patients.

All  abnormalities  found  on  medical  examination  are  reported  to 
the  midwife, thus  linking-  up  the  Clinic  with  the  nurse  booked  for  the 
confinement,  and  if  necessary  with  the  patient’s  own  medical  advisor. 
For  some  time  now  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  School  Dentist, 
to  attend  to  pregnant  women  requiring  treatment.  These  facilities  have 
been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  women  concerned. 


ANTE-NATAL  WORK. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed,  along  with  the 
i  local  Division  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  to  try  out  a  voluntary 
Ante-natal  Scheme. 

The  scheme  is  to  come  up  for  revision  in  twelve  months  time. 

All  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Department  are 
instructed  that  free  ante-natal  examination  can  be  had  from  their  own 
:  doctor. 

The  Department  send  the  names  to  the  respective  practitioners,  who 
report  on  their  findings.  If  the  doctor  does  not  reply  within  a  month,  or 
expresses  his  unwillingness  to  undertake  the  case,  the  woman  is  visited 
[  and  advised  to  come  to  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

It  is  somewhat  early  at  this  period  to  express  an  opinion  on  the 
)  working  of  the  scheme. 

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

The  details  under  this  heading  are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of 
1  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic,  which  is  still  held  at  Mill  House.  Reference  has  been  made  in 
former  reports  to  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  accommodation.  There 
is,  however,  a  defect  of  equal  importance  in  the  lack  of  an  X-ray  plant. 
Until  such  a  plant  is  provided,  the  Clinic  will  never  fulfil  its  proper 
function  as  the  centre  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
in  the  Borough. 

TUBERCULOSIS  STATISTICS. 

Statistical  information  relating  to  the  tuberculosis  work  done  during 
the  year  is  given  in  the  pages  which  follow,  and  in  appendices  24,  25,  26 
&  27.  In  appendix  25  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  greatest  incidence 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  in  the  age-group  5  to  10  years,  and  that 
the  greatest  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  in  the  age-group  20 
to  25,  in  which  group  the  majority  of  cases  occur  amongst  women. 
Appendix  25,  when  compared  with  the  same  table  for  1930,  shows  that 
there  have  been  fewer  cases  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  and  fewer  deaths 
in  1931  than  in  1930. 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  compare  the  pulmonary  tuberculosis  statistics 
for  1921  and  1931.  In  1921  there  were  130  cases  notified,  and  77  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  year  100  cases  have  been  notified  and 
61  deaths  have  occurred.  The  decline,  though  not  dramatic,  is  neverthe¬ 
less  gratifying,  but  •  the  fact  that  100  new  cases  were  notified  and  61 
persons  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1931  shows  that  much  still 
requires  to  be  done  to  combat  the  disease.  In  this  fight  many  factors  are 
involved,  and  no  great  victory  will  be  won  until  such  aspects  of  the 
problem  as  Economic  Circumstances,  Housing,  Diet,  and  Education  in 
Health  are  more  thoroughly  dealt  with. 

Appendix  27  shows  the  interval  between  notification  of  tuberculosis 
and  death.  It  is  especially  significant  in  regard  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
where  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  the 
majority  occurred  within  six  months  of  notification.  When  we  consider 
that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  in  the  main  a  protracted  illness  we  must 
admit  that  many  cases  are  coming  to  light  too  late  to  be  effectively  dealt 
with.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  arrangements  for  the  Clinic  continue  as  in  former  years,  viz. — 
Male  clinic  on  Monday  and  Thursday  evenings,  and  Female  clinic  on 
Friday  afternoons,  at  Mill  House. 

The  statistics  given  in  the  pages  which  follow'  show  the  work  done 
during  the  year.  They  show7  that  the  volume  of  work  has  been  much  the 
same  as  in  former  years. 

A  significant  table  is  that  which  shows  the  number  of  cases  which 
ceased  to  attend  before  completion  of  treatment — 42  cases  of  syphilis 
and  51  cases  of  gonorrhoea.  Of  these  the  majority  were  males.  The 
serious  aspect  of  this  is  that  all  these  cases  have  finished  treatment  while 
they  are  still  in  an  infectious  condition,  capable  of  passing  on  the  disease 
to  others.  Every  case  which  attends  is  particularly  warned  about  the 
serious  nature  of  the  disease  and  the  need  for  thorough  and  adequate 
treatment,  but  the  indifference  shown  is  amazing.  Such  cases  will  occur 
so  long  as  attendance  is  voluntary,  and  the  evil  will  not  be  abated  until 
persons  suffering  from  venereal  disease  are  compelled  under  penalty  to 
undergo  adequate  treatment. 

The  female  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  continues  to  be  a  busy  one,  and 
patients  are  coming  more  regularly  for  treatment.  The  number  of  de¬ 
faulters  is  comparatively  small,  in  most  cases  being  accounted  for  by 
absence  from  the  town  for  more  or  less  unavoidably  prolonged  periods. 

Women  suffering  from  syphilis  seem  to  appreciate  the  necessity 
for  prolonged  treatment,  and  observation,  while  the  discomfort  experienced 
by  those  afflicted  with  gonorrhoea  is  an  excellent  incentive  for  their  atten¬ 
dance  till  pronounced  cured.  Pregnant  women  suffering  from  this  last 
disease  have  been  much  more  ready  to  attend  the  Centre  this  year.

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LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 

Little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  co-ordinating  the 
medical  services  under  the  Corporation.  The  hospital  at  Howbeck,  as  has 
already  been  pointed  out  would  require  much  alteration  before  it  could 
fit  in  with  the  suggested  schemes,  in  co-operation  with  the  voluntary 
hospitals  in  the  area,  and  in  view  of  the  expense  involved,  the  question 
of  appropriation  was  deferred  for  twelve  months. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  of  the  Council,  and  relief 
under  this  heading,  is  now  carried  out  almost  entirely  by  the  appropriate 
Committee,  and  schemes  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  have  this  year  been 
approved. 

The  Mental  Deficiency  work,  with  the  exception  of  the  Colony  at 
Howbeck,  is  all  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  question  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Colony  is  too  closely  inter¬ 
mingled  with  Howbeck  Hospital  to  deal  with  the  two  separately — -the 
question  of  dealing  with  this  has  therefore  been  left  until  the  whole 
question  of  appropriation  is  under  review. 

In  discussing  hospital  accommodation  in  the  area  it  has  once  again 
been  borne  out  that  while  there  may  have  been  short  waiting  lists  for  less 
urgent  cases  at  the  voluntary  hospitals,  at  no  time  during  the  year  was 
the  Howbeck  Hospital  filled  ;  in  fact  the  lowest  figure  for  the  year  showed 
45  vacant  beds,  so  it  would  appear  that  there  is  no  special  shortage  of 
hospital  beds  as  such  in  the  area,  and  that  with  proper  distribution  we 
should  be  able  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  area.

1  here  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  two  men  cannot  undertake 
efficiently  the  proper  sanitary  control  of  the  area. 


LO|M 
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The  work  and  responsibilities  have  developed  enormously,  and 
furthermore  the  area  of  the  Borough  has  been  extended  by  50%. 

When  you  take  the  year  1914,  the  favourite  year"  for  comparisons 
of  salary,  cost  of  living,  etc.,  and  realise  that  at  that  time  we  had  four  men 
doing  the  work,  it  would  seem  only  too  obvious  that  it  is  impossible  to 
carry  out  satisfactorily,  the  whole  of  the  services  now  demanded  of  a 
sanitary  staff. 

I  have  heard  opposite  opinions  expressed  frequently,  that  the  staff 
is  too  large,  but  I  can  only  say  that  these  opinions,  honestly  held  perhaps, 
can  only  be  based  on  some  false  assumption,  and  without  any  real  knowledge 
of  the  volume  of  the  work  and  the  multiplicity  of  the  duties. 

I  may  have  expressed  my  opinion  somewhat  strongly,  but  honestly, 
:<  for  1  feel  that  by  neglecting  your  duties,  or  rather  carrying  them  out  half¬ 
heartedly,  you  are  doing  a  real  harm  to  the  community  at  large,  for 
l|:  sanitary  inspectors  not  only  harrass  tardy  landlords  and  perhaps  dirty  and 
1  negligent  tenants,  but  they  do  at  the  same  time  safeguard  your  interests 
and  health,  in  the  control  of  your  food  supply  and  social  conditions.

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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

It  would  be  idle  to  suggest,  in  view  of  the  present  trade  depression, 
that  conditions  might  be  improved  by  more  stringent  regulations  governing 
fueling,  chimneys  etc. 

No  improvement  has  been  made,  in  spite  of  the  lack  of  work  and 
trade  smoke,  pointing  conclusively  to  the  real  source  of  trouble — the 
domestic  chimney.  Improvement  can,  in  my  opinion,  only  be  looked  for 
when  we  have  a  more  enlightened  use  of  smokeless  fuel,  electricity,  or  gas 
for  heating  and  cooking  in  the  domestic  household. 

SCHOOLS. 

A  full  report  of  conditions  is  given  in  my  School  Annual  Report. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT,  1911  and  1928. 

We  have  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  Inhabited  Houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  15,600,  with  a  population  of  68,370,  giving  a  figure  of  4.3 
persons  per  house. 

During  the  year  176  houses  were  added,  50  being  built  by  the 
Corporation,  and  126  by  private  enterprise. 

This  latter  figure,  in  view  of  the  depression,  is  rather  pleasant 
reading,  but  unfortunately  only  relieves  the  overcrowding  to  a  very  slight 
extent,  and  very  indirectly.  The  number  built  by  the  Corporation  is  still 
far  below  the  requirements,  and  although  the  poorer  classes  cannot  afford 
even  these  houses,  they  do  reflect  on  the  overcrowding  figures  to  a  greater 
extent  than  efforts  by  private  enterprise.  There  is  still  much  room  for 
increase  in  this  figure,  and  the  application  list  is  still  very  considerable, 
even  although  we  deduct  cases  living  in  more  or  less  decent  houses,  who 
merely  want  a  change  of  circumstances. 

The  allocation  of  Council  houses,  to  good  tenants,  to  a  few  over¬ 
crowded  cases,  and  to  a  still  fewer  number  of  tubercular  cases,  does  help 
materially  by  emptying  cheaper  houses,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  this 
gradual  moving  up  is  the  only  solution  of  our  overcrowding  and  bad 
housing  conditions,  for  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  build  houses  for 
letting  at  an  economic  rent  to  meet  the  great  bulk  of  distressed  people  who 
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are  living  on  unemployment  benefit  or  transitional  benefit.  It  is  hopeless 
to  demand  a  rent  of  even  6/-  out  of  an  income  from  all  sources  of  23/-  to 
25/-,  and  expect  at  the  same  time  to  retain  their  health  and  character,  for 
the  two  are  very  closely  interlinked. 

Depression  and  sordid  conditions,  with  lack  of  suitable  nourishment, 
does  effect  the  health  and  mental  outlook,  and  unless  we  tackle  the  housing 
conditions  seriously  we  are  simply  asking  for  a  slipping  back,  and  the 
damage  done  can  never  be  repaired,  when  we  simply  sit  by  and  wait  for  a 
return  to  better  times  for  further  building.

No  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Order. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Generally  speaking  there  was  a  decided  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever,  although  it  showed  a  decided  increase  in  prevalence, 
maintained  its  mild  form,  and  no  deaths  resulted. 

Diphtheria  showed  a  remarkable  decline  in  incidence,  and  resulted 
in  two  deaths.  In  my  opinion  the  prompt  use  of  antitoxin  might  have  had 
more  favourable  results  in  these  two  cases. 

The  vast  majority  of  cases  occurred  between  the  ages  of  5  to  10 
years,  indicating  conclusively  in  my  opinion  the  necessity  for  preventive 
measures  in  the  pre-school  age. 

Typhoid  Fever  showed  a  falling  off,  and  after  our  intensive  efforts 
towards  the  end  of  last  year  and  the  beginning  of  the  one  under  review, 
we  seem  to  have  had  only  an  odd  case  here  and  there.  Perhaps  I  may  be 
optimistic,  but  since  we  definitely  got  on  the  track  of  mussels,  winkles 
and  shellfish,  and  took  steps  to  warn  people  of  the  dangers  involved  in 
their  consumption  when  gathered  in  suspicious  neighbourhoods,  we  have 
had  little  further  trouble  from  this  disease,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  few 
carriers  remain  in  our  neighbourhood.

Tuberculosis  has  practically  remained  stationary,  but  Pneumonia 
I  cases  following  an  outbreak  of  Influenza  showed  a  fairly  sharp  rise. 

There  was  nothing  of  note  regarding  the  other  infectious  diseases, 
i  and  no  school  closures  were  necessary. 

The  new  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  is  fast  approaching  complet- 
p  ion,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  department  is  more  closely 
:  associated  with  the  actual  cases  we  may  be  able  to  glean  more  useful 
i  information  which  might  help  us  on  the  preventive  side.
